Great Fight and a Great Crowd—Fell 
Forces tbe Fighting and Had 
Kolan More 
than 
Half 
Whipped—Hammill, 
the Referee A«- 
ganlted. 


Jim Fell, of Grand Rapids, who has 
sparred in Fort Wayne, and Pete No- 
lan, of Oincinnati, fought three rounds 
before a great crowd at the Boulevard, 
near Grand Rapids, last night. 


A dozen gentlemen from Fort Wayne 
were present and as the 
"articles" 
were signed in Fort Wayne, this account 
from the Grand Rapids 
Telegram-Her- 
ald will interest: 


The third ronnd was,as long as it last- 
ed, a repition of the second unless it ap- 
peared that Fell fought with more de- 
termination than ever, 
while Nolan 
showed signs of losing strength. 
The 
two men clinched and Fell threw Nolan 
on his back with great force. 
Nolan's 
seconds rushed forward and claimed a 
foul. 
As soon as Referee Hammil could 
gain the attention of the audience which 
was in a very excited state, he remarked: 
"Nolan's seconds claim a foul and I al- 
low it." 
He had no more than an- 
nounced this decision, when Fell sprang 
upon him and gave him a severe pum- 
meling about the face. They were soon 
separated. 
The crowd left the hall en- 
raged and disgusted at tbe decision. 
Hammil was Nolan's friend and his de- 
cision certainly saved the latter from be- 
ing knocked out. 
It was evident from 
the way in which the fight was progres- 
shig that it would not require the agreed 
eight rounds to accomplish this either 
for Fell certainly showed himself to be 
far the superior man. 


The fight was for the gate receipts. 
Those who attended were great incensed 
and disappointed at the result and many 
harsh remarks were made about Ham- 
mil and his deci^on. 
Everybody was so 
excited that it was impossible to get at 
any technical explanation of whether it 
\vas foul or not. The unanimous opinion 
was that there was no foul. It was most 
unfortunate for Fell, who had a great 
victory more than half won. 
Nolan has 
certainly reasons to think more than he 
ever did of his friend Hammil." 


Mr. Hammill telegraphed from Kala- 
mazoo: "Got out of Grand Rapids alive. 
Will be home to-night." 
A gentleman 
from Grand Rapids tells us that Ham- 
mill bit Fell a terrible blow on the face, 
but the wotst of it is that the stake hold- 
er turned over all the money to Fell in 
the face of Hammill's decision. 
The 
Fort Wayne party narrowly escaped 
with their lives and got out of Grand 
Rapids under cover of darkness. 


COL. FI. 8. ROBERTSON. 


He Has Cause for Action Against Green 
Smith and His Bondsmen. 


From the Indianapolis News. 


Judge Taylor ruled on demurrer yes- 
terday in the case of Robertson, Lieu- 
tenant Governor, vs. Green Smith, and 
Messrs. Cooper and Flack sureties on 
his bond, holding that the complaint 
shows a cause of action. 
Originally, 
Smith 
filed 
iojunctiou 
proceedings 
agaiDst Robertson to prevent him from 
assuming the duties of lieutenant gover- 
nor, to which he had been elected, and 
the suit was defended by Robertson to 
final action in the supreme court. 
Then 
Robeitson brought suit against Smith 
and the sureties on tbe injunction bond, 
to recover the expense to which he had 
been subjected in the printing of briefs, 
employment of attorneys, etc., in fight- 
ing the case, claiming $2,500 damages, 
and to this a demurrer was filed, alleg- 
ing that it did not state facts sufficent to 
constiute a cause of action, being the as- 
signed 
statutory cause. 
Ttie precise 
ground of the demurrer was, however, 
that the complaint did not show that the 
sole object of the suit was to settle the 
legality of the election for lieutenant 
governor, and the injunction was a mere 
incident auxiliary to the main action. 
Jadge Taylor, in his ruling, goes over 
tbe ground exhaustively, and he con- 
cludes with the expression that the facts 
stated in the complaint and admitted by 
the defendant are suflScient in law to con- 
stitute a cause of action in favor of plain- 
tiflf, and the court adils that there is now 
no necessity for an expression of opinion 
relative to the merits of the original con- 
troversy. 
The decision is regarded as a 
victory for Robertson, and the case will 
be tried on its merit«.

BLAINE'S NAME 


Is Greeted With Tremendous Cheering 
When It is Mentioned at the Re- 
publican Cinh Convention. 


NBW YOKK, Dec. 16.—About 
10:45 
o'clock the convention of the republican 
clubs was called to order by Hon. Dan- 
iel J. Ryan, the chairman, and the dif- 
ferent committees made reports. 
Sena- 
tor Chandler led off with the report of 
the committee on rules and order of 
business. 


At the reading of the names of the 
different clubs the pretence was found 
for cheering, which was almo-^t con- 
tinuous ar the following names were re- 
peated: John Sherman, U. S. Grant, 
Charles Sumner, John A. Logan, Ben 
Wade, Abraham Lincoln and James G. 
Blaine. 
The last name was greeted 
with tremendous cheering, bnt it was 
noted that some delegates did not join. 


Gen. John C. Robinson, of Bingham- 
ton, N. Y,, offered the folUowing resolu- 
tion: 


Resolved, That it is the duty of the 
government to place oui country in such 
a state of defense as will commad the 
respect of all nations, and for this pur- 
pose a large portion of the surplus rev- 
enue should be devoted to fortifying the 
harbors, building ships for our navy, 
and the manufacture of modem artillery 
for the proper armauent of the Rame. 


All the resolutions offered were re- 
ferred without debate to the committee 
on resolutions. 


The Ohio di^legation was silent and 
motionless. 
"What's the matter with 
Ohio," was a?ked, and the cheering was 
repeated. 
Mr. Grosvener, of Ohio, of- 
fered a resolution which caused a sensa- 
tion. 
It recited as the opinion of this 
national convention of republican clubs, 
that no man, who at any time denounced 
Abraham Lincoln, while he was presi- 
dent of the United States as a "buffoon 
and clown," or who ever declared from 
his seat in the United States senate that 
no man should denounce Jefferson Davis 
as a traitor in his presence and go unre- 
buked by him, or who, in his otficial ca- 
pacity as secretary of the interior, order- 
ed the flag of the United States at half- 
mast for the death of Jacob Thompson, 
or who, as senator of the United States, 
refused to vote that the thirteenth, four- 
teanth and fifteenth amendments to the 
constitution are valid 
and 
binding, 
ought to be appointed to or head the 
high office of justice of the supreme 
court of the United States. 
He referred 
to Wm. Everts, the permanent chair- 
man, who came on the platform amid 
long and continued applause, and was 
introduced by the temporary chairman, 
Mr. Regan. 


FREDERICK G. THIEME. 


Death of a Prominent Merchant and 
Pioneer Citizen. 


Mr. Frederick G. Thieme, the well- 
known Columbia street merchant tailor, 
died this morning at 11:30 o'clock, at 
his home, 216' West Berry street, of 
Bright's kidney dif-ease. 


Frederick G. Thieme was born at 
Leipsig, Germany, in 1822. 
He came 
to Fort Wayne thirty-one years ago 
and associated himself with his brother, 
Mr. J. G. Thieme, in the merchant tail- 
oring business. 
In this merchantile 
pursuit he continued successfully until 
the time of death. 


Last May Mr. Thieme went to Europe 
in sei»roh of health. 
He visited the 
famous springs at Dresden and Carlsbad, 
but his relief was temporary. 
He came 
home last October and has suffered se- 
verely until the moment of his death. 


Mr. Thieme's wife died one year ago 
last October. 
Eight children survive 
them. 
They are the Misses Loncey, 
Pauline and Tillie Thieme and Messrs. 
Theodore, John, GotUieb, 
Frederick 
and Hugh Thieme, all residents of this 
city. 


Mr. Thieme has lived a long honor- 
able life and has always been regarded 
as a snbstantial citizen. 
He is one of 
the pioneers of this metropolis and his 
sturdy character did much towards its 
advancement and greatness. 
He was a 
leading and iufluential member of 
the 
German Lutheran church, and a geatle- 
man who enjoyed the universal respect 
and esteem of his fellow citizens. 


The faneral will occur Sanday after- 
noon next, at an hour to be named in 
THTB SBHTINBIJ to-morrow.
